made our second stop at Durant, 
‘Miss., which is 
in II Bries county. 
Durant has the distinction of being 
the home of Kraft Cheese Company’s 
IP rat southern plant. The cheese plant 
manager is well pleased over the first 
year’s business which amounted to 
,$133,770. 
Competition is no doubt 
keen here because the cheese plant is 
•Shirr, muled 
by 
other 
milk 
plants. 
There is another cheese factory 13 
miles away, a condensery 18 miles 
away. one creamery 13 miles and 
another creamery lo miles away. 
In 
-spite of this the Kraft Cheese Com­ 
pany after one year’s operation has 
3ii0 patrons. 
Fifty per cent of tiles-' 
patrons are negroes. 
At the time we 
were there the cheese factory was re­ 
ceiving 13.000 pounds of milk a day. 
When the receipts reach 50,000 pounds 
per day, they expect to put in a dried 
skim milk plant. 
The start of the dairy business 
around Durant was »the boll weevil. 
Mr. Eugene Cele, wli lesalo grocer. 
said, “We were about to starve out 
and blow away.” 
This condition of 
ihe farmers caused the business men 
to support dairy development. 
Durant gave the Kraft Cheese Co., 
six months free rent and signed an 
ptjon to buy the plant if Kraft was 
not pleased. 
The Titislhess men help­ 
ed to make a survey of milk cows for 
thirty miles around Durant. 
They 
loaned money to farmers, both black 
aud white, 
to buy cows and the 
iarmers gave the cheese plant an 
, rder to pay the loaning hank $5 fier 
month on eucm cow bougnt. J ne oui* ..5 
make a practice ut buying one cow 
lur each cow a patron already owns. 
Tile business men believe in dairying 
so much that the Durant Chamber - f 
commerce employs a full-time dairy 
expert as a field man. 
Hts business 
is to help those already in the dairy 
ousiness, to make more profit for 
i a em and to help cut other farmers 
in getting starteu with caws. 
The cheese plant has been highly 
satistactory from a business mail’s 
siuuupomi. 
Cow notes 
have been 
mgilly satisfactory: in un case have 
cows been taken aud sold for payment 
of lilies. 
As evidence of tue good 
financial conditions aud continuous 
prosperity which they say has been 
urougut to them through dairying, we 
were told 
m at Durant purchasing 
power is rated at 132 per cent by the 
Memphis, 
Teun., 
credit association. 
.Merchants in Durant trade territory 
pay grocery lulls quicker than ao 
those where the dairy industry is not 
established. Durant has had only oue 
business failure iii four years. 
Brae* 
i.cuny all business of the town is on 
a cash basis. 
Due instance of the success of 
dairying in this old cotton county is 
Siiow u by the experience of Balpn 
Winston, a man who was a renter up 
tv three years ago. Ile bought a farm 
for $0 0 0 0 . 
In two years time, by 
milking 45 cows, anti selling whole 
Hulk, he had paid off $olKR) of the 
loan. 
The first man who attempted 
to buy his place starved out trying 
to grow cotton. Another farmer m ak­ 
ing 1 cows, sold $<2.84 worth of milk 
iii two weeks and had a iced bal 01 
$2! .80. 
Farms iii Holmes county run gener­ 
ally from 8U to 120 acres in size Wien 
a bv ut OO tier cent in cultivation. And 
on such farms ii is believed by the 
local people m at five cows is the ideal 
number, because most farmers can 
raise practically all their feed. 
Pro­ 
ducing plenty of feed is rapidly be­ 
coming more general around Durum. 
We are told thai last year OO per cen; 
of the dairy farmers produced their 
own feed. 
It occurred to those of us making

when 
more Texas 
farmers produce their own feed they 
will make more profit from their cows 
which will encourage more rapid de­ 
velopment of dairying as a dependable 
side line to cotton and grain farming.

If as much money were involved and 
an equal amount of ease in tax collec­ 
tion could be seen in the subject, h 
might be camouflaged as is the gaso­ 
line tax and put into operation under 
another name. 
But it wouldn’t be 
worth anybody's while. 
In the scheme of civilized existence 
i disseminator of religious gospel is 
firs!. a man. 
.Next, he is a loyal ciil- 
/.en of the United States. 
Third, be 
is a member of a profession by choice. 
The laws of the state and nation make 
no exceptions in ibis instance. 
The 
denomination lie serves controls bis 
activities within the clath and custom 
ind convention have granted him pri­ 
vileges and prerogatives peculiar to 
tiis calling, but that is all. 
If he is 
not first a man, second a loyal citizen 
of his country and third a credit t.» 
his profession, 
the responsibility is 
wholly his as an individual and may 
not in any way make an exception t > 
him as a member of a democracy, 
rhe regulations governing the creation 
>f armies in time of war give him ex- j 
eniption, but it is not obligatory. 
If 
lie man inside Hie cloth eh'cts to sub- i 
an rge the profession, temporarily, in 
the name of loyalty, there will be no j 
me to say him nay except the physi- j 
.u examination board. 
JIi< individuality is not restricted by . 
the laws- -and should not be. 
If be 
•h«»t ses to regard the authority behind 
his calling a.-> establishing lim itati 7is , 
on his manhood and his citizenship, 
that i.s his responsibility and not the 
iemocraey’s. 
If such a condition ex­ 
ists and custom and convention wink j 
at it, the criticism is on tin* ones who j 
suffer the condition. 
The constitution : 
merely created and made provision for 
citizenship. 
A pastor or priest can be I 
a citizen under it, in rhe degree, he I 
selects. 
But, as no power can make i 
citizens vote, so nothing can add to 
or subtract from the citizenship of a j 
professional man except his own in- J 
terpretation of his responsibilities and j 
exceptions.
